chine gun and rifle fire. 


Three Day Preparatio n 
The German attack came 
after a violent artillery bom­ 
bardment of three days. A 
large number of the enemy 
are believed to have been 
killed or wounded during the 
attack which continued for 
nearly two hours.

T HE sto ry to ld belo w was sent fro m the field in France to Co mmander 
Ev a Bo o th o f the Salvatio n Army Fo rces in the United States.

letter was written by Adjutant R. C. Starbard who was, at the time, in a 
Salvatio n Army hut just back o f the firing line— a hut clo se eno ugh, as the 
writer puts it, “to hear the rip, rip, rip o f machine guns day and night.“ 
In transmitting a co py o f Adjutant Starbard’s letter to the Publicity 
Department o f the State Co uncil o f Defense, Brigadier Fletcher Agnew, o f 
the Chicago headquarters, said, “As this letter passed the Censo r, the hap­ 
pening has pro bably been verified." 
Adjutant Starbard’s letter was dated March 3, and this is his sto ry : 
“I visited a base ho spital recently and heard this sto ry fro m a sergeant 
who passed thro ugh o ne o f the raids. 
He was struck by a hand grenade

Fo ur sat o n this bo y , held his hands and 
feet, and the fifth nearly severed his head fro m his bo dy with his trench 
knife. 
“I hav e just learned that the co mpany passes thro ugh here to day o n 
their way to the trenches again, with bay o nets sharpened like razo rs and 
sworn to av enge the awful crimes against their co mrades. 
“What can y o u say to men bo und o n such an errand, ex cept bid them 
strike with all their might and the harder because o f the righteo usness o f 
o ur cause and the dev ilishness o f o ur enemy ?"

The measures here adv o cated are drastic, but so lo ng and so cunningly 
have German pro pagandists wo rked to establish Prussianism in this co untry 
that o nly drastic measures can be co unted upo n to be successful.

How Hy drophobia Is Transmitted 
Rabies or hydrophobia is an acute 
infection« disease, transmitted from 
animal to animal, or from animal to 
man by the bite of the rnbid indiv id­ 
ual or by direct Inoculation. It is not 
known to be transmitted or contract­ 
ed in any other manner. 
The dog Is 
the animal affected most commonly, 
although all the canine and feline 
races suffer from it more than other 
species, and cattle, sheep, dogs and 
horses are often attacked. 
Because of the tendency of dogs to 
bite each other, the disease occurs 
with greater 
frequency with 
them. 
The cause of the rabies exists in the 
rabies, spinal cord and, saliv a of the 
Infected animal. The popular opinion 
that 
hydrophobia 
cases 
are found 
more frequently in the summer days 
is not founded on facts. 
Authorities 
say that rabid dogs are nearly, if 
not quite, as numerous in winter uud 
early spring as in summer. 


Straw Hat» for Engineers. 
Electrical engineers at work should 
wear straw hats, winter and summer, 
according to one of them writing in 
Safety First. The reason is that if the 
bend comes in contact with liv e wires 
the brim of the hat giv es warning, and 
ft and the crown are admirably adapted 
to sav ing the head from getting the 
shock.
